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STATE TREASURER-ELECT CoLvIN of 
New York has appointed Charles W. 
Anderson, colored, of New York city, 
as his private secretary. 

Tue funeral of Henry Pettit, a well- 
known English dramatist, who died in 
London on Christmas eve,from typhoid 
fever, took place on the 20th at Bromp- 
ton. Many distinguished actors were 
present. 

On the 29th Dr. Horace Hollister, 
aged 70, died in Scranton, Pa. He 
wasa pioneer in the settlement of that 
region, and was the acknowledged his- 
torian of the Lackawanna valley. His 
collection of Indian relics and other 
evidences of the aboriginal period is 
among the best in the country. 

On the 29th Col. Alfred A. Wayne died 
at his home in Sumpter, Tenn., aged 
94. He was a son-in-law of Gen. James 
Winchester, of the war of 1812, and a 
personal friend of Gen. Andrew Jack- 
son. 

INFORMATION was received at the 
headquarters of the Knights of Labor 
in Philadelphia, on the 29th, that Gen- 
eral Master Workman Sovereign had 
been taken quite ill at Hazleton, Pa., 
where he had gone on business for the 
order, and upon the advice of physi- 
cians, had hastily taken a train for his 
home at Des Moines. Ia. 

Tne remains of Victor Prosper Con- 
siderant, a well-known disciple of St. 
Simon and Fourer, and author of many 
works on socialism, who died in Paris 
on the 27th, were cremated on the 29th. 

Gov. Boies of lowa has granted an 
unconditional pardon to H. M. Belvel, 
the newspaper correspondent convicted 
of libeling the character of Senator 
George F. Finn, of Taylor county. 

THE presidential party had very poor 
luok as duck bunters on their recent 
trip. The birds were scarce, and sev- 
eral trips made after them resulted 
badly. The party went down the Po- 
tomac to the Chesapeake bay and 
cruised around there fora time.

On the 80th Sir Samuel White Baker, 
the distinguished African explorer, 
died at his residence at Newton Ab- 
bott, Devonshire, England, aged 72. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

Hveéo LoEwErY, the Berlin banker who 
was recently convicted of fraudulent 
bankruptcy, has been convicted of fur- 
ther swindling and sentenced to five 
years’ penal servitude and six years’ 
deprivation of his civil rights. 

It is stated that John Puening, a sa- 
loon-keeper and treasurer for the cor- 
poration of Elmwood, a suburb of Cin- 
cinnati, has embezzled 5,000, the en- 
tire funds of the town, and disap- 
peared. 

On the 28th, after being out for 
twelve hours, the jury in the Annie 
Wagner murder trial at Indianapolis, 
Ind., brought in a verdict of nut 
guilty. The court-room was crowded, 
and the announcement of the verdict 
was received with cheer after cheer. 

On the 28th the iarge elevators and 
flour mills of A. W. Doherty & Bro., at 
Ladoga, Ind., were totally destroyed 
by fire. Loss, $40,000; insurance, about 
$15,000. They will be rebuilt. 

On the 28th, by the aid of friends on 
the outside, and after shooting and se- 
verely wounding an officer, Chris Evans, 
the noted train robber and outlaw, 
who killed so many men before his cap- 
ture, broke jail at Fresno, Cal., and 
made good his escape. A number of 
armed posses were organized and sent 
in pursuit. 

On the. 28th fifteen persons were 
drowned in the Zuyder Zee, near Am- 
sterdam, during a dense fog. 

Tue St. Louis grand jury, on the 
29th, among others, returned eight in- 
dictments for embezzlement against 
Milo T. Bogard, late secretary of the 
Western Union Building & Loan asso- 
ciation, whose business he wrecked by 
his questionable transactions. 

WitiiaM J. Lioyp, the president of 
the Lloyd Manufacturing Co. of Phila- 
delphia, hardware makers, committed 
suicide by shooting at his residence in 
West Philadelphia, on the 29th. 

THREE. tourists have recently lost 
their lives in attempting to ascend the 
higher ot the two Alpine peaks of the 
Gross Glickner. Dr. Kohn’s body has 
been recovered, but that of his com- 
panions, believed to have been named 
Pick and Dr. Passau, have not yet been 
found. 

Dr. L. S. STROLL, a leading druggist 
and postmaster at Granville, Ia., is in 
the United States jail at Sioux City 
charged with embezzling post office 
funds and opening mail. Rev. Mr. 
Tierney, Catholic priest at Granville, 
instituted the prosecution and claims 
that Stroll opened his letters end atole 
from them. Stroll says that Tierney 
instituted the case through malee, 


whereupon Carey declared that he 
could not be taken alive, and, drawing 
his gun, began firing at the officer. 
Officer Jones dodged behind a tele- 
graph pole and threw his club at 
Carey, striking him on the head, knock- 
ing him insensible, and then secured 
him.

ON the 29th Thomas & Richards, one 
of the largest dry goods houses in Lima, 
O., was taken possession of by the H. 
B. Claflin Co., of New York, who held 
chattel mortgages on the firm’s stock 
for over $75,000. The stores of Marcel- 
lus Thompson, senior partner, at Ken- 
ton, O., was closed to satisfy the claim. 
Other creditors will get nothing. 

Tue New York associated banks held 
$80,815,150 in excess of the requirements 
of the 25-per-cent. rule on the 30th. 

NATIVE runners arriving at Fort 
Salisbury, South Africa, report that 
King Lobengula, with a heavy force of 
Metabeles, is moving back in the diree- 
tion of Bulowayo, his former eapital, 
from which he was recently driven by 
the forces of the British South Africa 
Co. 

THE estimated profit from the South 
African gold mining industry during 
1898 was £4,000,000. The diamond min- 
ing industry, apart from the Wesselton 
mines, last year yielded a profit of 
£550,000. 

Joun Y. McK Ane, chief of police of 
Gravesend, N. Y., and many others, 
including a justice of the peace and 
several election inspectors, have been 
indicted for election frauds in the late 
state election. 

Imports, exclusive of specie, at the 
port of New York for the week ended 
on 30th were $5,621,504, of which $4,631,-

Boston, Jan. 2.—Five alarmsin quick 
Succession from the special box at- 
tached to the Globe theater soon after 
1 o'clock this morning caused great ex- 
eitement -all over the city; and when 
the firemen reached the building they 
quickly saw that they had a big job 
on their hands. The fire originated in 
the cloak room of the theater in some, 
at present, unexplained manner, and 
its spread was most rapid. The 
entrance and lobby of the theater are 
in the middle of a large block 
bounded by Washington street, Essex 
street, Hayward place and on the rear 
by the Harrison-avenue extension. On 
the side of the Globe entrance at the 
Washington-street front on the north 
is a large six-story building just com- 
pleted, but not at present occupied, 
while on the south, or Essex-street 
side, are the large buildings cceupied 
by Robert T. Almy & Co., clothing 
dealers, Bryant & Stratton’s Commer- 
cial college and various other tenants. 
To the rear of these building, running 
back to the Harrison-avenue extension, 
is the theater proper. 

Before the third and fourth alarms 
were given the entire center of the 
theater seemed one mass of flames, 
while the great clouds. of smoke and 
showers of sparks betoken the terrible 
force that was at work underneath. 
Soon after the fourth alarm was 
sounded the flames burst through the 
Washington-street front of the theater 
entrance and rapidly licked up the 
ornamental woodwork of which it was 
composed. 

Oceasionally, as the fire in the in- 
terior came in contact with a calcium 
or gas tank, an explosion would be 
heard that made the huge crowd of 
onlookers involuntarily fall back, al- 
though the ropes stretched by the po- 
lice had kept them out of danger 
therefrom. ‘The vast showers of cin- 
ders that continually ascended from 
the burning theater and fell thickly 
upon the surrounding buildings, 
threatening them also in a most alarm- 
ing manner. 

Until 2:30 a. m., it was feared that 
the fire would sweep across Hayward 
place, the slight wind being in that 
girection. At that hour the outlook 
had changed and it was thought the 
fire could be kept within the limits of 
the block in which it originated. The 
theater itself is practically ruined and 
while the buildings that face Wash- 
ington street are uninjured on their 
fronts, the roofs of all of them have 
been practically burned. 

Hanlon Bros.’ “Superba” was occu- 
pying the house and their properties 
were saved with great difficulty. 

The six-story building at the corner 
of Washington street and Hayward 
place is owned by the Harvard college 
trustees. The fire is still burning fu- 
riously, but itis believed that it will 
not spread further. No accidents have 
yet been reported, and it is impossible 
to establish the losses at this time. Mr. 
Johnson is the owner of the store. 


The Fire Under Control.

A Holocaust at Buffalo, 

BuFFALO, N. Y., Jan. 2.—Soon after 
2 o'clock this morning fire was discov- 
ered in the rear of a cheap restaurant 
and lodging house on the west side of 
Washington street, just north of Swan 
street. In addition to the proprietress, 
a notorious character, known as 
“Seotch Liz,” there were from twelve 
to eighteen lodgers. 

At 3o0’clock five dead bodies had 
been taken out of the ruins, and others 
were supposed to be lost. 

The building was an old and dry one 
and proved a veritable tinder box. 

Several of the inmates jumped from 
the second story and received terrible 
injuries. 


INDIAN PRISONERS. 


Forty of Them Domiciled in the Kings 
County (N. ¥.) Penitentiary. 

New York, Jan. 2.—Forty Indians, 
nearly all full-blooded, became resi- 
dents of the Kings county peniten- 
tiary yesterday, to remain for periods 
of from five to twenty years. Their 
home is in the Indian territory. They 
belong to many tribes, but the most 
dangerous among them are members 
of the Navajo and Black Feet. They 
mere convicted at Paris, Tex., of va- 
rious crimes, principally horse-steal- 
ing, felonious assault and manslaugh- 
ter. 

The jail in Paris would not hold 
them over night without a guard of 
soldiers. To keep them locked up un- 
der such circumstances would be very 
expensive, and Uncle Sam sent them to 
Brooklyn, agreeing to pay for the sup- 
port of each Indian 100 per cent. more 
than it costs to take care of the Kings 
county criminal. , 

The Indians objected to having their 
hair cut, but only one or two made any 
trouble. Sabado Nuntotree, known in 
his own country as Eye of the Blazing 
Sun, refused tosit in the barbers’ chair, 
and told Warden Hayes in fine Navajo 
dialet that he preferred death to losing 
hia locks, It took four keepers to 
hold him in the chair while the barber 
out off hin owing locks, 











CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—The people of Chi- 
cago took possession of Jackson park 
anew yesterday. It was done without 
the flare of trumpets, and only the 
ceaseless tramp ofa curious public from 
Midway to the lake front indicated 
that the people were glad of their re- 
turning privileges. 

At 7o’clock the gates were thrown 
open. From that hour the crowd 
passing through the gates increased. 
At 10 o'clock, when the press was 
greatest, it seemed like the scenes of 
summer enacted anew. People came 
on foot and in their carriages. Enter- 
ing the Plaisance, the crowd pressed 
everywhere. Every nook and corner 
was explored. All were absorbed not- 
ing the desolation. 

The relic hunters were in their glory. 
Each separate ruin contributed to the 
welcome vandalism. Mosaics and 
ornaments, bits of plaster and tiling,’ 
nails, wood, anything was seized asa 
precious trophy. The Java village was 
plundered without hindrance, and by 
evening it was entirely denuded.

In the 
morning the pastor, Rev. Dr. John 
Mathews, announced that the Olive 
street and Suburban cars would be 
held, so that all who welcomed the 
New Year with religious hymns, would 
have transportation homeward. 

The regular evening preaching serv- 
ice in the upstairs auditorium was at- 
tended by an immense crowd which 
packed all the available ‘space. At 9 
o'clock Dr. Mathews had his audience 
adjourn to the Sunday-school room on 
the first floor, and there for at least 
three hours he did not suffer the in- 
terest or zeal of the throng to flag for 
an instant.

DEATH OF AN OLD FIRE CHIEP. 


H. Clay Sexton, of St. Loulz, Goes to His 
Reward. 

St. Lovis, Jan. 2.—H. Clay Sexton. 
one of the best-known citizens of St. 
Louis, died at his home, 5677 Cook 
avenue, at 5:10 o'clock Sunday evening. 
His death was the result of a compli- 
tation of diseases. About three weeks 
ago he fell off a street car and sus- 
tained severe injury. Anattack of the 
grip followed and left him in sucha 
weakened state that a slight stroke of 
apoplexy proved fatal. 

No man in St. Louis is more widely 
known than was Mr. Sexton. Hecame 
to this city in 1844 from Virginia. He 
became chief of the old volunteer fire 
department, and was the organizer of 
the paid fire department, of which he 
was chief for twenty-seven years. He

CAUSED BY CARELESSNESS. 


Two Men Killed by a Terrible Boiler 
Explosion. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Jan. 2.—Two 
men were fairly cooked alive in a ter- 
rible boiler explosion that occurred at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning in the 
round-house of the Cincinnati South- 
ern railway. Charles Beckert, a white 
boiler maker, was engaged in repair- 
ing engine 506, which came in with a 
leak in the steam flue. He was stand- 
ing in the fire box with Jessie Lang, a 
colored assistant. Mistaking a screw 
plug for a driving plug he gave the 
screw a careless tap, driving it in. 
The steam burst through the small 
aperture with a loud report. Both 
men were horribly scalded and the 
flesh dropped from their bodies ina 
sickening manner. Death was instan- 
taneous. The bodies were taken to 
Sharp's morgue, where a verdict of 
death from the carelessness of Beckert 

was found by the coroner's jury.

The bill as 
prepared does not place a tax of 2 per 
i cent. on incomes of $4,000 and upwards,

'ment. Blanks are to be sent to those

AN AUTOCRAT IN OFFICE. 


Despotic Metheds Adopted by Mr. Cleve- 
land. 

Democracy is supposed to be govern- 
ment by the people. But thereshas 
never been anything more closely ap- 
proaching monarchy or autocracy than 
there is in this country to-day under 
so-called democratic government. The 
president tells his party what he wants 
to have done. Sometimes he does not 
tell, but orders the thing done just 
the same. In the Hawaiian case he 
orders war on a friendly power without 
even a hinttocongress. In the matter 
of an income tax he decides beforehand 
what the committee and the house 
ought to do, though the committee has 
not yet reached any decision, and an- 
nounces to the people that congress is 
going todo something which the peo- 
ple’s representatives never yet have con- 
sidered, or decided to have done. 

These are the manners of the auto- 

crat. One hardly knows how to recon- 
cile such performances with American 
laws or customs, except on the broad 
ground that there isone man greater 
than the party in power, and greater 
than the people. 1t would seem that 
Mr. Cleveland thinks himself such a 
man. He is profoundly impressed with 
the idea that the democratic party 
would not have succeeded in the election 
of 1892 but for his personal popularity, 
and the confidence of the American 
people in his character. Hence it is 
that he treats congress with contempt, 
as no other American president 
ever has done, and treats his party 
with contempt, and assumes the atti- 
tude of a dictator. It imay as well be 
aimitted, as dictators go, that Presi- 
dent Cleveland would make a very fair 
specimen. He is right sometimes, and 
then we all have oceasion to compli 
ment him on his resolution, his dogged 
persistency, and his utter disregard for 
what seems to be the prevalent public 
opinion. Also he is wrong sometimes, 
and then his partisans have to admit 
that he is the most mulish and most 
obstinately wrong-headed man who 
ever sat in the chair of Washington. 
Hedoes not know how to pay even a 
decent respect to public opinion, or 
the elections of last month would have 
modified his views toa remarkable ex- 
tent. His only idea is to force through 
his own notions, right or wrong, with- 
out the slightest regard for the temper 
of the voters or to the interests of the 
country.

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CHAIRMAN WILSON‘S REPORT, 


A Weak Defense of Disastrous Demo- 
cratic Methods. 

The democratic majority of the com- 
mittee on, ways and means has made 
public a long and labored defense of 
the Wilson bill and a eulogy of free 
trade. The report admits that the bill 
in question is not a free-trade measure, 
norup to the standard of the popular 
demand of 1892. It says that “it no 
more professes to be purged of all pro- 
tection than to be free of all error in 
its complex and manifold details.” The 
committee excuses ‘the continuance 
of duties that carry with them more or 
less protection” on the ground that 
“rreat interests do exist whose exist- 
ence and prosperity it is no part of our 
reform either to imperil or curtail.” 

Chairman Wilson and his colleagues 
make it plain, however, that free trade 
is their goal and the present bill merely 
a half-way house. They say that “tem- 
perate reform is safest.” They wish it 
to be understood that if the next con- 
gress is democratic duties will be cut a 
little more and a farther step taken to- 
wards free trade. If «a democratic 
president and congress ty any means 
should be elected in 1896 another step 
will be taken. Aseachof those steps will 
be accompained by another trimming of 
wages, the workingmen ought tosee the 
impolicy of keeping the democratic par- 
ty in power during the rest of this cen- 
tury. If they do, wages will be clear 
down to the European basis. 

As the report defends the gradual re- 
duction of the sugar bounty it is evi- 
dent that the committee has decided 
finally that it will not raise any revenue 
by a duty on raw sugar, running coun- 
ter in this respect to the wishes of the 
president and the secretary of the 
treasury. As it has been determined 
not to puta duty on sugar, the proba- 
bility of the imposition of a general in- 
come tax is increased. 

Speaking of the reductions in cus- 
toms revenue which the passage of the 
Wilson bill will cause, the committee 
says that the shrinkage will be only 
temporary, and that there will be such 
an enlargement of imports ‘tas rapidly 
tomake up any apparent loss of rev- 
enue caused by these reductions.” It is 
expected then that imports will be in- 
creased about two hundred millions, 
and that foreign goods of about that 
value will crowd out American made 
goods. This may help the revenues of 
the government but not the American 
wage-earners who will be thrown out of 
work. That excess of foreign goods, 
moreover, will not be paid for by in- 
creased exportations of Ameriean prod- 
ucts. In order to pay for them the 
United States will be drained of its 
gold and silver. 

The committee makes a weak and 
brief defense of its substitution of ad 
valorem for specific duties. All the 
merchants of the country have con- 
demned the former, and have given the 
reasons why they condemn them. The 
only answer of the committee is that 
there need be “‘no fear of any of the 
wrongs and abuses anticipated.” —Chi 
cago Tribune. 


TARIFF FOR REVENUE RESULTS. 


What First Rendcred the Protection Sys- 
tem Necessary. 

It is very easy to predict the conse- 
quences of such tariff legislation as the 
democrats are now proposing. The 
country had an experience in that re- 
spect before the war, and history tells 
what a criamitous result ensued. 
There are many citizens who havea 
vivid personal recollection of that peri- 
od of stagnation and suffering; and 
those of a later generation can get full 
inforination upon the subject by con- 
sulting the newspapers and public doc- 
uments of the time. The tariff then 
in force was of anti-protection char- 
ucter, generally speaking, and the Wil- 
son bill duplicates it in many particu- 
lars. It premised increased prosperity, 
and it brought national disaster. Man- 
ufactories were closed, wages were re- 
duced and poverty entered the homes of 
people whose labor was made practical- 
ly useless tothem. Processions of ragged 
and hungry men, women and children 
were seen in the streets of all the larga 
cities. The clamor for food, 
and employment was so great that 
troops were detailed to preserve the 
peace and protect the public property. 
Men were discharged by the thousands 
in all lines of productive industry. 
Meetings were held everywhere ta 
devise means for supplying destitute 
families with the necessaries of life, 
and the charitable resources of differ- 
ent committies were strained to the ut-

who were willing to work at any price, 
but could find nothing to do. 

There has been no repetition of that 
terrible experience since the passage of 
the Morrill tariff law and the in- 


| auguration of the present protective 


system. Under that practical and benef- 
icent system, the country has prospered 
as no country ever prospered before. 
We have had no famine, no cutting of 
wages, no lack of employment. Our 
workingmen have fared better than 
those of any other part of the world in 
any period of history. Homes have 
been multiplied at an unprecedented 
rate, and enterprises of all kinds have 
flourished in a remarkable degree. The 
pruposition of the democrats is to do 
away in large part with the system 
which has thus promoted our welfare, 
and to restore the conditions that ex- 
isted before the war. They insist that 
the experiment would now succeed, 
and that we no longer need protection 
to sustain our manufactures and insure 
steady work and good wages to the la 
boring population. But there is no 
reason to believe that the same circum- 
stances which brought disaster then 
The les- 
sons of experience are to the effect 
that like causes produce like results. 
Thatis the philosophy of our civiliza- 
tion, as well as the instruction of com- 
mon sense. We know how a revenue 
tariff has operated in the past, and 
that is the best basis of judgment as to 
how it would operate at the present 
time.
